Homestead, Pa., ^ct. 88.— Matters 
are growing more amw here every 
day. AukTiltt npon MMiilto are being 
Miftinitted. bat thw tar no p e ti oD upon 
whom Teito the blame has hen appre- 
hended. The adTisory board dieclaim 
any part in the trouble and exjjn rs 
themselTee as anxious to have the mat- 
ter cleared up, aud when it ia they uy a 
startling truth will be brought to light. 

John Horner and Qeorg»'W.<9yock, 
non-onion workmen, who were carrying 
a keg of beer, were set upon by twenty 
men and boye. Homer reoeivea a pistol 
ball in hie left shoulder. Ha aad-Fyock 
then returned the fire of their amaifauta 
and about twenty shots were exchanged. 
A boy named Clark was shot in the Ick- 
A force of deputy sheriffs appeared and 
dispersed the crowd, making tliree ar- 
rests. 

Two more acts of violence were re- 
ported here yesterday evening. A non- 
union boarding house on \'inth avenue 
was st6ned and the driver of a srocery 
wagon was compelled to drive for hiu 
life to escape an infuriated crowd be- 
cause his employer sells his goods to the 
families of non-union workmen. 

The sheriff's deputies now on duty 
bere number fifty men, and more depu- 
ties are expected tomorrow. The non- 
union men in the mills are greatly agi- 
tated over the violent occurrencee.of the 
past few days, and as a consequence 
very little work is being done. 

A well attended meeting of represent- 
ative citizens of Homestead was held 
ytsterday evening for the purpose of 
voicing the sentiments of the law-abid- 
ing citizens. Many speeches con- 
demnatory of the recent acts of viuleiice 
were made, and resolutions passt^d call- 
ing npon all good citizens to give the 
sheriff all possible aid toward gupproKs- 
ing disorder ; also resolutions calling upon 
the shei-itl to bring all his powers to 
bear in Bupprest^ing disorder, failing in 
which he shall call upon the governor of 
the state to - send a snfflcient miliiary 
to Homee t ead to P w atTi fhe

Prrfmnto, Oct. 38.— The case against 

Colonel Alexander Hawkins, Lieutenant 
Colonel J. B. R. Streator and Aseiftant 
Snrgecm W. S. (Jrim, of the Tenth regi 
ment, for tjring Private W. L. lams up 
by the thnmbs at Homestead, was called 
for trial before Judge Porter yesterday. 
It will hi) remembered that lams pro- 
posed three cheers for Anarchist Berg 
man, who attempted to assassinate H 
C. Frick. 

The court room whs crowded, the 
majority of those present being national 
guardsmen. Private lams was the 
target for all eyes, i^e sat behind his 
counsel and did not appear to aoooa fha 
crowd. 

At the opening of the case, the dS' 
moved to quash the indictment, 
Hhe ground that the civil courts had 
no jnrisdiction, the alleged offence 
having been committed when the guard 
was on active duty, and if the private 
proBecutor had any grievance he had a 
tribunal to appeal to, which was created 
by the national guard act of 1887 estab-. 
lishing courst martial. 

Exhaustive arguments were made on 
this question by both sides. The de- 
fense claimed the goard was on duty 
suppressing an insurrection, and in the 
punishment of mutiny, which they held 
lams' offense to be, the oflScers of the 
Tenth regiment«were justified in acting 
as they did. It the punishment wa^ 
Irregular or tuo severe, then, it whs 
maintained, a oonrt martial and not a 
civil court would have been the proper 
tribunal to appeal to. The prosecution 
held that military regulations gave the 
officers no right to inflict punishment 
Witlumt a court martial so ordered it. 

Attorney Watson attacked the 1<'k d 
existence of the national guard, stating 
that the act creating it was unconstitti- 
because it puts the guard undor 
control of the officers insteaa of under 
the governor of the state. Th«i aot he 
branded as a weak, vicious and revolu- 
tioaarT UW, aad the men who framed 
it. u they knew what th^ were doing, 
weve gnUty of treason. Ha said that if 
the conrt held it had no jnrisdiction in 
the case, it would be establishing a pre- 
cedent not heretofore established by any 
court in the civillaed world. 

The defense in reply said a court mar- 
tial was the proner tribniiHl. and the 

anestion narrowed down to this: "('<juld 
tie court martial inflict u punishment 
similar to that a civil court is empower- 
ed to do in such case >" 

Judge Porter said that the impreHsiou 
«f the oonrt is that a court martial con- 
vened now in time of peat;e could only 

allot military punishment. It would 
t have the power to punish as would 
dvil courts. 

Attorney Watson raised the (luestion 
of the legal right of the national guard 
to be at Homestead. To aid civil au- 
thorities ia maintaining the peai;e the 
has tka power to call upon the 
HoavA io reelst an invasion, 
■uuprsiS a riot or insi^rrection, bnt is 
nol glw the power expressly to call 
tham oat to aid the dvil authorities in 
maintaining the peace, for which pur- 

Ke they were ordered to Homestead, 
tead of sending the national guard, 
Mr. Wfliaoa said, the governor should 
have sMit the militia. 

Another point the prosecution will at- 
tempt to show is that Private lame was

PlTTSBURQ, Oct. 28.— The recent acts 
of lawlessness at Homestead have been 
called to the attention of the court and 
the indications are that there will be a 
number of arresta. Dr. Jones, formerly 
president of the miners' union, and more 
recently a member of the legislature, 
will be the first one called to account. 

Sheriff MeCleary appeared in the 
criminal court yesterday and asked for 
a rule on him, which was granted. The 
ground for the rule is the speech which 
be delivered at a hearing in the Halloran 
ease before Squire Oeflbier Monday 
evening. He dmonnced the action of 
the deputy sheriff and advised the 
crowd of strikers oreeent at the time 
that tlie depnttes haa no authority to 
make arrests unless they had warrants. 
He also t<dd them that they had a per- 
fect right to rtsiat, and they wonld be 
justified in kffliM ifMeemwy. 

After the pittlmi wm nwee n t ed Sher- 
iff McCleary, aooompMued by several 
deputies, left for Homestead to execute 
the order of the eourt. There are indi- 
cations of axdttng times in the big boro 
todaj.

TOOK ILLEGAL SALARIES. 

StsrtliiiK Stuteinciit About the National 
Biiililing and lK>an Assuclatlon. 
IMDIAMAPOUS, Oct. 38.— A BUlt Is 

about to be institated by tha sharehold- 
ers of tba National BuU^Uag and Loan 
assodation against the dbeotors for 
alleged takingof salaries illegally. The 

glaintiffs are Harry Stout, T. W. More- 
ead and others.. At a stockholders' 
meeting, held last month, the plaintiffs 
aver, it was discovered that the dirctors, 
in violation of the statutes and by-laws, 
had, for a period of two vears, without 
the knowledge of the stockholders, been 
drawing salmiea, Dm toial amoonting to 
110,170. 

Upon demand made this money was 
refunded to th^association, and it was 
Mreed that the action of the board 
should be rescinded in all things, and a 
retolutian to that effect was passed bv 
tha board. Afterward, without knowl- 
edge to the stockholders, the same direc- 
tors, according to the complaint, voted 
and paid to themselves sums exceeding 
$10,000 as past salaries in their capacity 
as offloen.

WittmraTOli, Oot S8. -Funeral exer- 
dSbs over the remains of Mrs. Harrison, 
previoiifB to thdr removal to Indianap- 
olis for interment, were held in the 
White Honse as previously arranged. 
They wen' brief and 8inii)l(\ in a<;cord- 
ance with the wishes of the president 
and family, often expr o aesd, ust there 
ba no attempt at dirtilay. 

The caakot reposed in fha oantar of the 
room, with the head to tha south. 
Around the casket the mourners were 
arranged in tin* form of an ellipse at the 
head of the cabket. In the front row 
were the president and members of Mrs. 
Harrison's family. Directly back of 
them in another row were the members 
of the ftimiliea of the cabinet, and back 
of these the employes of the asaoutive 
mansion r.nd tha aorvaata of fha Harri- 
son familv. 

At the foot of the casket in the fir-it 
row were the members of the cabinet, 
who were honorary pallbearers, back of 
these to the right were the members of 
the United States snprenie court. The 
surpliced choir from ISt. John's Episco 
pal church was concealed in an alcove. 
At the head and foot of the casket were 
two immense ufihus. l.'mier the palm 
at the head of the casket was a hand- 
some flor.il offering of whito rosSB and 
chrj'santhemuins. 

Over the face of the casket reposed 
the wreath offered by the president. It 
was of white roses, and on the heavy 
part of the wreath was a collection of 
orchids. Mrs. Harrison's favorite flowers. 
At one corner of the foot of the casket 
was an immense crown, at least four 
feet high of white rosea and white car- 
nations which rested on a cushion of 
violets. At another comer at the foot 
of the casket was a cross, some four feet 
high, of ivy sprinkled with white 
chrysanthemums. It was the offering 
of Vice President and Mrs. Morton. 

There was also a wreath of white 
roses from Queen Victoria. The crown 
mentioned before was sent on from the 
New York association of the Daughters 
of the Revolution, of which organiza- 
tion Mrs. Harrison was president and an 
active member. Aside from theee hand- 
some floral tributes there were others 
from almost every state in the Union 
The casket was literally banked with 
flowers. 

Rev. Dr. Hamlin read the Scripture 
selection, mod oloaad with a abort tavo 

cation. 

Rev. Dr. Bartlett, of New York, read 
the lesson. 

8t. John's Protestant Episcopal church 
choir boys sang, "I Heard the Voice of 
Jesus S^." 

Rev. Dr. Hamlin closed with prayer, 

It was jnst 10:40 o'clock when the 
services concluded. They had lasted 
barely forty minutes. "The honorary 
pallbearers, preceding the casket, 
formed a passageway on the main norti 
CO of the mansion, and stood with un- 
covered heads while the eight body 
bearers bore it to the hearse. 

The funeral procession thenjwooeedec 
to the Pennsylvania station. There was 
nothing in the procession to indicate the 
high position of the deceased. Every- 
thing about the cortege Was aa aimple 
and unostentotious as poMible. 

The string of carriages extMided for 
two blodcs bayoDd tha hearaa. 

Nearly all the goremment depart 
mants were oloaad from 10 o'clock until 
nooa, aad fha amploirafe awarmed out on 
tba strsets and watched tha funeral pro- 
cession pass. 

The funeral cortege arrived at the 
Pennsylvania railrofwf station at 11;05 
a. m., where a large bnt silently decor- 
ous crowd awaited them. The preei 
denfaoarwas a combined parlor and 
ditdng oar. The cabinet and other dis- 
tinguidked attendants occupied a car 
which was divided into six dxdviag 
rooms, arranged in suites. The whole 
train consisted of six vestibnled oars. 

The train left Washington at ,11:40, 
one hour exactly after the doaiag of the 
services at the White House. \

THE FARI SAULT Q UESTION. 

Aa ValOMWB Pamphleteer O roat ljr I«t«T 

est* tho Vatleaa. 

New YOEK, Oct. 88.— '^The School 
Question in the United Btetes aad the 
Decision of the Propaganda" is the title 

of an anonymous pami)hlet published 
in Rome on Arrhl)ishop Ireland and the 
Catholic schools in Fairbault and Still- 
water. This contribution to the contro- 
versy has greatly interested Rome. But 
little of it is known here, as only a few 
cojjief have bven received and the work 
is in Italian. It is manifest that the 
author has lived iu Ameri<-a and is fa 
myi.'tr with Anu'ricaii affairs. Bnt he 
wriU's Itrtlian like a native and ia a.N fa- 
miliar with canon laws as a churchman 
It is liinted that he ia Monsignor (,'on- 
cillii'. the well known pastor of St 
Mich - I's, Jersey City. 

The author concudes his review of tho 
school (juestion in America, from the 
council at IJaltimore to the present, 
with an lucountof Archbishop Ireland's 
effort to < stablish schools on a jiolitical 
basis iu i'aribault and Stillwater, 
charges I lie archbishop with a want 
veracity on some points, lie says: 

"Archb - ; op Ireland says with mncii 
humility vii.it he has always allowed 
faithfully tue decree of the third coun- 
cil of Baltimore, and that his diocese i 
much in advance of most others in sup- 
portinsr the parochial schools system. 

"In another place he affirms that ac 
cording to the official acts of the Cath 
olic directory in the diocese of New 
York the parochial schools are attended 
by only one Catholic child out of 
twenty, whereas, in the diocese of St. 
Paul— his own diocese — the attendance 
is one out of fourteen. His grace is re- 
quested to reconsider his facts and to 
add to his calculation the children that 
attend the parochial schools in the di 
ocese of New York, tha 80,000 Catholic 
children that tha diocese miaintains and 
educates to orphaa atjloma aad oUier 
institotions." 

"The great American prelate afftrma aa 
an absolute certainty that the people of 
Faribault and Stillwater are too poor to 
maintain a parochial school. What 
proof does he present? He calls those 
two parishes the largeetof Faribault and 
Stillwater, having a population of 2,0(>0 
each, and in America a parish of 2.00U 
Catholics, especially in a place where 
living is not dear, is rather a deeirable 
one. It seems •that the poverty affirmed 
by Archbishop Ireland rather than a fact 
is a mere preiext, because in Faribault 
and Stillwater there are other parislui 
that do mamtain Catholio schools and 
those parishes aia inferior to the par 
isbes of Camol aad 8t IfichaoL 

"ArohUahop Iralaad malntalna that 
tolerari poteat means canonically fnll 
auprobation. Bnt it is affirmed that 
tniia expreesion is neither approbation 
nor permission, but only a passive m'.t 
of authority, which authority, for prn 
dential reasons, suffers a particul.r 
toiuK to exi^'L. We can find no reaso,. 
whicn the congregation of the propa- 
ganda should hikve UBe<l the term tolerari 
potest if it meant to signify licet— it ia 
lawful. There existe many aad great 
reasons on account of wmch tha aaored 
congregation would seem to hava been 
bound to give the mostfavorabia answer 
possible. 

"In the first place there was yet no 
nroDOunced legal oppoeition in Arch 
nshop Ireland's case. Secondly, he um ' 
in B<nne all his influence in order to ob 
tain a decision not merely tolerativt^i 
bnt tha moat favorable poasible. H> 
was and is r ^ p rss e ntad as the grtvi 
archbishop of tha Uaitad Stotes. J{. 
represented, in case of an nnfavortiM 
dadrion. the possibility, tiie UkaUhooii 
of a KunuHcampf by which thestlit. 
wonld exoluda the Catholic hierarchy 
from taking part in education. 

"Besides be was moat ably defended 
and protected by Cardinal Oibbons. 
who, ia U* lottar directed to tha bolv 
fathar oa tha lit of llarah. baaooght his 
holineaa to give Archbishop Ireland h 
Botomn proof of his complete satisfaction 
on acoonat of his seal and wita manage 
mant of tha avahUthoprto of the waM. 
Notwithstanding this, tha aaprsssion 
toUnri potast wat used."

LIV18 LOST IN SOME OF THGM. 

Half a .Million Dollars' Worth of Properly 
DeatM^sd in Jarawy Oltv— Two Olrli 

PerUh taajglevelaixl l ire ('hirU.<vlllc, 
Misnonri, Almust Wiped Out aiul Two 
Mrn Ktlleil. 

Nbw York, Oct. 86.— A fire, which 
apaadily developed into a eenilagration, 

broke out abont 8 o'clock last night at 
Essex and Greene streets, .fersoy City. 
The fire started in the Brooklyn Coojwr- 
age company's building. The building 
was four stories high and contained 
about 50,000 barrels and 2,000,000 
stavaa. 

The flamea spread with graait rapidity 
owing to the combustible character of 
the oontento of tlwbailding, andiaa 
short time axtaadad to I^lmp Whito'a 
liquor atofa. It waa a two-atory frame 
building, and tha upper part waa ooon- 
pied by aeveral ftuniliaa Thatanaate 
all got out in safety but were unable to 
save an]rthinB. 

From this bulldiaff the fire extended 
to a building adjotaiag. That quickly 
succumbed. Thaaaarthonaaoaat waaa 
little fhwM ooMam. It waa* raiaa ia 
less than half aa hour. AUthia^ 
the firamon ware maldav a * 
fight, but despite thaiff sT 
continuad to spread. 

The iataaaahaataal fire to a wooden 
shed connected with X. H. Oaatiar* 
Company'a Cruoibia worha Tha flaaua 
spread to the main building and did oon- 
udarabla damage. Tha fire thaa made 
its way to two briok taaamaata adjoin- 
ing, in which tea faadliaa H^ad.
